With the 
exception of blessing the knowledge of this to the I Inly Prophet (Sail 
Allaho Alai lit wa Sulkm), Almighty Allah kept ehiv informal ion hidden 
from all Mis other servants, The Holy Prophet iball Allahu Alaihi wa 
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Sallam) was com mantled to keep this information hidden from his 
Ummah. It has been merit joned in the HaashiaAs Saawi (commentary 
of Jalaaiain}as follows:

'‘Almighty Allah has blessed the Holy- Prophet (Sail Allaho Alai hi wa 
Sal I am) with the knowledge about Jannal ami Jahanuum and all that 
which is in it, but lie commanded him to keep certain information 
hidden, in this, the informal ton is narrated on the basis of tawalur.” {As 
Saawi volume 2 pg 104] 

Thus, the Holy Prophet (Sail Allaho Alaihi wa SulLam) did not inform 
any of his Ummah about when Qayaamat will come, and after how long 
it will come and in which year it will come, However, the Holy Prophet 
(Sail Allaho Alaihi wa Sal lam) did inform His Ummah about the month, 
day and date when Qayaamal will come. Actually even onr children are 
aware ofllic fact that Qayaamat will come in the month of Muharram, on 
the Ilf' ofthismonlhuona Friday, between the time of ^ohr and Asr. 

After the passing of llazrat fsa (ahuhis salaam), when the sweet 
fragrant breeze will blow causing all the believers souls to be easily 
removed, then only kaafirs will be left on earth. After this, an era of forty 
years will pass over them wherein none will have any children and none 
will be less than forty years old. Not one of them will bns even thinking of 
the coming of Qayaamal. Some of them will be engrossed in eating, 
some will be cooking, some will be painting the walk of their homes, in 
other words, each one of them will be engrossed in their daily chores as 
per their habit, when suddenly Ha/rat Isralccl {alaihis salaam) will be 
commanded lo blow the "'SoOr” (Huge Trumpet like object), 

Initially, the sound will be very low and sweet and then the sound will 
become very loud and frightening. People will attentively listen lo this 
sound and then faint and die. The sky will break into pieces. There will 
be such a powerful earthquake that the entire earth will tremble. The 
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mountains will break down into particles and he blown away like dust. 
The sun, moon anti stars will lose their brightness and disappear. Ifvcn 
I ia/jal Israfeel (nlLiihissalEiari)and iheSoor will cease to exist. 

Al that time. w Lih the exception of ALLAH lit ere will be no one else in 
exigence-Almighty Allah will say. 

" Whose Sovereignly is it today/’ 

Where are ihose who used to cause oppression? Where are those who 
showed: pride and arrogance? Where are those who showed tyranny and 
idreofulness? There will he none existing then who will be able to 
answer. Then Almighty Allah, Jub’baar, Quhtiaai will say.

WHEN PEOPLE WILL DESTROY 
THEIR NAMAAZ 


There are few ways in which people will destroy (squander) their 
Namaas Oneway is by not abstaining from inn purities (Kajuasat)-, 
This will be when there is such an amount of Majaasat on the 
clothing that it will cause the Narnauz to be invalidated, or by 
reading Namaas. tn an impure (Na Paal?) place or by not making 
wudhu correctly or by not fulfilling any condition or fundamental 
necessity of Namaaz. or (Altah Forbid) by being empty from inner 
purification and the ligEtt of Imaan in this way. that one becomes 
deprived from treasure of the respect of Almighty Allah and the 
Holy Prophet (Sail Alla ho Alai hi wa Sal I am), and to reject any of the 
necessities of Dccn. such as Almighty Allah's .Majesty and the 
Kn owledge of the U nseen of The E loly Prnphe r (Sal IAI Fa ho Al a i El f wa 
Saif am) or to reject the Finality of the Final Prophet (Sail Alla ho 
Alai hi wa 5a I lam) etc. even though one who does these things is a 
reciter of the Kallmah. This Is the worst scenario. In this, not only 
does the ^amaazi damage his Namaaz. hut he also destroys his 
Lmaan. Today, the ones whom this refers to are the Wahabiyyah. 
Deoburidis. Qadfanls. Paafdis (shia) and all those wfio reiect the 
necessities of fteen. Jt is for them that The Informer of the Truth 
(Sail AllahoAlaihi wa Sallam) gave this true information regarding 
the unseen: ^ f ** 'There will bq such a nation 

who will read Namaaz and they will have no rfeen."

The Hadith has both meaning* and both groups are based on the 
different meaning of the Hadith and are charged with what is 
mentioned Mthe Hadith. As for the second group who regard that 
which is totally haraam as halaai. they are the ones who have had 
Amaanai seized and they are deprived or Imaan and out of the folds 
of Islam. And based on the Magn I licence of Allah, every such sin 
and every such disobedience is regarded as Kabeera (a major sin) 
even though some sins an comparison to others are regarded as 
major sins whilst others are regarded as Sagheera (minor sins) and 
the comprehensive translation of Kabeera is that it refers to every 
such sin that ihe one responsible for it has been warned about it In 
the Quran and Sun nub and that action, that once done 
transgresses the law. *uch as dealing In usury, to usurp the wealth oi 
an orphan, to disrespect the parents, to he merciless, to do black 
magic, to backbite, to give false testimony, to falsely accuse people 
by the leader, to arrange for adultery to take place, and to be 
indecent In issues of females (non maPrams). In. the same way. it 
refers to that sin which invokes curse. In the same way. it refers to 
ever y m inor sin whic h one accepts ha pplly and con tl hues doing it

In the same manner, if a Muslim gives something as a gift to his 
fellow Muslim brother When returning what he borrowed from 
him. U win not be regarded as Interest and there is no harm in him 
giving this. 

From the above mentioned discussion, even this has become clear, 
thai for it io qualify as Riba (Interest, there must he some condition 
present like in weight or measurement etc or some other thing and 
in the two issues discussed above, neither is present, thus not 
qualifying it asinterest. 

Thus to buy and sell cash currency (notes) in place ol notes with 
difference ot price is not also regarded as Interest For a more 
detailed explanation of this, peruse the booh 'Kiflul Faqihil Faahim 
fi Ah baa mi Qirniasid Diraahim" which has been written by Imam 
AhleSunnat Aala Hairat (rad i Alla h u an h u}. 

To sell wheat with difference against barley or any other article is 
permissible as wheat and barley are not one type of thing and to sell 
bread In exchange tor wheat or Hour tor more or less value Is also 
permissible The reason for this, is that here the things are 
combined, but in ihe bread the amount of wheat, since the 
condition is interest and here this is not present 
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WHEN BRIBERY BECOMES COMMON 


Another sign of Qayaamal that ihe Holy Prophet (Sail AEEaho AJathi 
wa. Saflam) mentioned is ihM giving and taking bribes will become 
common amongsi ihe people to such an CJtieni ihai ihey will 
regard It as a petty issue, whereas according (o the Prophei (Sail 
Alla ho AEalhl wa $91 lam) this (giving and taking bribery) is not a 
pe n y issue. bui i; i > J laraam [totally Eorbidden)o j. 


The issue of bribery being forbidden has been clearly explained in 
the Quran, and it El as been mentioned as Hollows in the Hadlth: 

‘The curse of A f [ah is upon the rater and giver of bribes' (Musnad

this curse and the one giving it is also bound by the same rope if he 
gives it for something impermissible or if he gives ii without being 
compelled to do so if one has to give a bribe to remove oppression 
and to attain wha( is rightfully yours and there is no other way of 
sorting this out. then in such a circumstance, there is exemption 
and the one who gives this bribe does not fall under the category of 
t hat ruling {of being cursed).

(shaking) kind of sou nd as If he Is shivering beea u se of cold or some 
discomfort and the second kind they have called ’Tarqees" and this 
Is When they mate imem LOn to stop (become stlenO at the alphabet 
which has a saakln (lasm) on it and then from the same alphabet, 
they suddenly go forward (Take off) as If he is speeding off in a race 
Or is in a Very fast speed. Another manner has also been adopted 
which is called "Tatreeb". In this type of recitation, they read ihe 
Quran with a kind of tune and with errors in this manner, that 
where there is no maddl. they add a madd and with out reason

It has been mentioned In Majma'ul Bihaar ul Anwaar 'The 
astronomers ha^e mentioned that [he Dau'lratul Burooj (The 
imaginary circle in the sky. depicting the ecliptic equator) will 
coincide with the Daa'ira Mu'dikm Nahaar (The ] magi nary circle 
on the earth, which is depicting the celestial equator) in (he Suture 
The explanation at (hjs point is that it is an accepted fact that 
between the North Pole and the South Pole there is a huge 
(i m agl nary) ei role and i ts i ra fee tory is cqua I towards both the poles, 
in other words, ft Is at an angle of 90 degrees from she North Pole 
and 90 degrees from the South Pole. Jt is this huge circle which La 
known as Daa'ira Mu'dslun Nahaar (The Imaginary circle on the 
earth, which is depicting the celestial equator) 

On The 3 2' ol March and the 24 ,h of September, the sun mattes oyer 
The celestial equator and on the 22 ,L of June, from the point where 
the suet rises, the celestial equator is 23 degrees and 27 minutes 
South. 

In the same way. from [he point where the sunsets (comes to a rest), 
the celestial equator on the 22" 1 June is also 23 degrees and 27 
minutes South.

In other words, the Mu'dil Nahaar (celestial equator) Is In the 
midpoint of the points oF rising on the of June and the SS" 11 ol 
December. 

In the same way. the Mu’dil Nahaar (celestial equator) is in the 
midpoint of the [joints of setting on rhe 22 r ' of June and the 22" J of 


December. 


The reason that ii is called the Mu'dilun Naahar is (hat whenihe sun 
comes Into the straight of this sphere, tlien In all places, day and 
night are approximately the same {equal everywhere) and It 
intersects the celestial equator in this manner, ihat the difference 
between both the poles is 23 degrees 27 minutes. From this huge 
sphere, movement and distance of the stars from the sun etc. can 
be deciphered 

I'rom this, it can be derived that (this is) as long as this huge sphere 
(ecliptic), continues Intersecting the celestial sphere in (his 
manner that the above mentioned distance remains established 
between both and Eoraslong as this remains in motion according 
tolispattern. 

It is in Tafceer-e-Kabeer that In presenting the annotation ol the

It explains that when ihe sun {moves) below its course, 
millions of miles above the earth and is Mien thrown off (Its normal) 
course, then without doubt, the course in which it rotates will 
become smaller and because of coming lower, it will increase in 
speed and the distance to cover will also become shorter and 
movement of the sun will also become fatter. 
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Thus, obviously the amount of time will become shortened, li is 
proven from the Hadith of 1 lazrai Abu Hurairalt (radi Allahu anhu) 
that when Qayaamat comes near then rime will come shorten 
(little time will be lefi). and a year will be Lite a month and a month 
will be like a Jummah and the amount of lime of a lummah (one 
week) will be like time it takes for a branch i twig of a date palm to 
burn once ft has been thrown into a fire."

From this it Is clear that the statement concerning the months 
becoming shorter is based on its evident meaning and there is no 
reason that can be an objection to its true meaning and it fs lhai 
which Is regarded as the real meaning. As for that which has been 
mentioned in the last Hadiih, then this is a pan of the Hiidith which 
is a commentary to what ha sheen mentioned. — 0 '^ 

Thus, the discussion of the 1 ladilh is based on wftat is evident from 
it and in taking the actual evident meaning, neither is there any 
change and nor is there any other proof from she Shariah which is 
demanding the refusal of this, but in Bukhari Shared, ihere is a 
lladith present which substantiates this lladlth. where the words 
about the time coming near have been mentioned From it the 
coming close of the time is clearly evident. It is In the Hedlrh oi

In other word*, the females will imitate ihe male* with pride and 
arrogance. It ha* been mentioned "And females will imitate the 
males' 

The context discusses the past times, in other words, this does not 
specifically refer to sitting on a horse, bui the females will adopt 
other male habits and wifi be deserving of sin for this, (1) 

For a female 10 50 on a horse without any rail Id reason, is not 
allowed, since (his too is a type of male behaviour. The Hadith has 
mentioned that a female who imitates a male is cursed. Ibn flibaan 
narrates in 5 ahih from Hazrat Ahdulfah Ibn Umar (radl Allahu 
arthuma) that the Prophet (. 5 a.ll All a ho Alaihi wa Sal Earn) said.

AND MALES IMITATE FEMALES 


This too is from amongst the signs of Qayaamat and this sign has 
already become apparent. In this present time, this Is seen very 
commonly and according to Shariat, this is disallowed. It has been 
mentioned on page volume t page of VLusnad Imam Azam as 
follows: 
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'The curse ofA[lah is on those who dress In the manner of females 
and on those females who dress in the manner of men.* 

Today, females and males have started to imitate and copy many 
ways of one another From amongst these ways, one Is The use of 
the chain watch and this has become a very -common practice 
amongst mates. This has become so common that many Imams. 
Mautvis and Muftis are seen wearing them without any regret This 
is clearly regarded as forbidden (unnecessary) adornment and an 
impermissible action. Some try to show that it is permissible and 
falsely say that the permissibility is proven from Aola Hasrat Fazil-e- 
foaretvfs (radt AlEahu anhu) statements whereas the permissibility 
of this can never be proven from any of his worts. 

Firsily This Chain watch that is worn opt the wrist was not in die 
time of Aalti hazrat radt Allabu anhu. Secondly: As for the chain to 
which they (those who object) try 10 attribute the present, chain 
waich and claim permissibility based on qlyaas (logical 
assumption thereof), then there are numerous cases where Aala 
Hazrat Azoemul bar hat Fhazibe-barelvi has clearly mentioned that 
too. tobeimpcrmlssibEeand forbidden. 

This question was sent to Aafa Hazral: tn the present time burtas 
and sadrees are worn wtth silver buttons that have chains attached 
to them. Are they permissible or not? In answer 10 this. Aafa Hazrat 
says: "To sew just the silver buttons is not objectionable, as it is clear 
about the use of gold buttons in the boobs of Hqh. but. these silver 
chains That are attached to the buttons, and - his is definitely being 
very careless. Unless and until there is no dear evidence in the 
Statements of the ATmma in this issue, which Is as clear as the lighi 
of the sun and there is no clear ruling on this issue. 




then iq just give the Jute of permissibility Is mere impudence since 
the actual ruling of silver and gold. Is tha: ii is forbidden (for males}. 

Sheikh Muhaqqiq Maulana Abdul Hag Muhadith Dehlvi Qaddasa 
Slruhu Slates as follows in Ash'arul Lam’aat which is the annotation 
of Mishkaat. "When the Shariah has given the command oi it being 
forbidden and hasellmlnatecf the fact of it being allowed, then the 
law of it being forbidden has been ruled, since if any specific thing 
has not been given clear and open consent, it can never be 
permitted, but it will remain under the law of it hoing completely 
forbidden. El is obvious that by wearing the chains in this manner, 
the intention is that of adornment, but the actual reason is only 
adornment and such kind of adornment Js known as TahalEi. Tito 
Ulama have clan bed that with the exception of a ring. belly belt, 
and necessities for the sword. The rase of extra lace border and 
adornment with silver etc is not permissible in any way IFaiuwa 
Rflscia volumes page 34] 

Aala llozrat also states on pages of the Same as follows: 

"This humble servant has not found any evidence {source of 
permIsslbliny) concerning ihe chain like for the burtons and 
neither have 1 found any clear prod of this, but in reality it is done 
for personal adornment and it is not like the buttons that there is 
need lor it in the c lot h i.ng a nd nei i her is it Ij ke a spea r (flagpole) t ha c 
is attached to the doth (used for the flag) that it may be regarded as 
part of the material, ft has no other real benefit except that of 
adornment and this highly resembles the jewels of ihe females Its 
appearance and condition is just tike support grips (in the hair), 
where the hair is pushed through the rings attached to chains 
which are brought towards the forehead and the hair Is brought 
together at tins point and the hair is joined together by a clip. These 
roo are links like that of a chain. Actually, with the exception of 
beautification (adornment) there Is one other benefit there and 
that is lo lift the weight of the hair off the ears as this hair ring (grip) 
actually supports the weight of the hair. Ii isfor this reason that they 


are called support grips, As for the [ink* of the chain, then, it must 
be noted that his has no benefit except that it is for adornment. 
Thus, in comparison 10 (he links of the support grips. Us links are 
like that of (he jhoomar (ornament worn by women on the head 
and which falls on the forehead) And like the support grips 
(Sahara) this too is regarded as wearing apparel, but here it is on I? 
been done for the sake of adornment (in the case of the chain 
watch) and has nothing to do with the actual apparel, like the 
jhoomar.(Until End) 

From here it has become evident that during the era of Aala Haztst 
Azccmul liarkai the drain that used to be used to attach the watch 
to the fcurta or waist coat etc. and then kepi In the pocket, 
according to him it is also regarded under the ruling of jeweller? 
Thus. ihaT which is used on a wrist watch (the chain) is even more 
so regarded as jewellery and it is clearly used to show adornment 
and beautification. 

Thus, it being illegal is very dear and the fact of it being 
resemblance to the jewellery of females Is also evident, in the 
above mentboned issue, it has been regarded as illegal on the basis 
of resemblance and here it is dear that there is no doubt of 
prohibition, but it is clear prohibition. 

Concerning this it has been mentioned. 'The hesitation In 
prohibition isasgood as definite (meaning the rule of prohibition is 
dear), and thus the prohibition of a thing comparatively to the 
chain is very clear.' 

From here, the basis of the presumption of those who soy h Is 
permissible is very dear. In our knowledge, there Is neither any 
contradiction nor any evidence of this thing or chain being 
permissible from The Fatawe of Aala Hazrat Azeemul Barkai. 
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Tor ihe sake of argument, if there was any contradiction, then, to 
turn back towards those clarifications fs necessary, as they 
themselves are fortified and clear from any doubt, And from 
whichever statement going contrary to it is doubtful, then todariF? 
it is necessa r y a nil to show Sim i I an Ly is necessar y. 

Thus. If In'Ai Teebul on the issue of The discussion of imam 

Shaamt, about whether it was pan of clothing or just linked (pan) 
of the chain. Aala Hairat said. "Abstinence is Cola (Best). One 
Should protect one self from it." 


Now in clarifying this statement, it must be mentioned that there is 
doubt In it being permissible so that there may be no contradiction 
to the other decree (by him). In some cases, the word Oola (Best) or 
word with the similar meaning Is used on waajib (compulsory) 


However, it bas been mentioned in Inaaya volume J page 242 as 
follows:

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’’In ihe same way, if the Kbateeb reads Durood on the Prophet (Safi 
Alla ho Alaihi wu So Ham), li Is necessary for the people to listen and 
remain silent. Imam Abu Vusuf ashed [mam Azam that If the Imam 
makes Sibr (reads), then can the muqtadl (follower) also make 21 hr 
and send saluuuions on Nabt (alaihis salaam was salaam). Imam 
Arum staled. 1 like ihis I hat they remain silent and listen to she 
sermon.' Imam Azam did not say this, that they should not mate 
the 2ibr or read the Durood. thus in this manner, he presented a 
very nice way of interpretation and he protected himself from 
saying that one should not read the Zibr and send Durood and he 
Hired that one should be quiet and listen, as li Is not i^rri io mafee 
ihe Zifcr of Allah and send Durood upon the Prophet (Saif Alla ho 
Alai hi wa 5a I lam) during the sermon for ihe congregation), hui io

Actually it has been menitoned jusi libe this in l : atowa Rasvia on the 
issue of the three colours in Muharram- "Muslims must abstain 
from wearing three colours during the ten days of Muharram. i.e. 
green, red and blatb. The reason for green is already bnowft and 
ihe reason for not wearing red Is that nowadays the cursed people 
wear this out of happiness. Darb blue, dark purple and lilac all fall 
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under bEack. Moss green, light green and Pistachio green all fall 
under I he colour green, and other colon rs that fall under red are 
rose pi nfe, j it jube reef and (bri y h t) ora nge. I n 01 h er words a n y colour 
that resembles these colours. If they are worn (during these days) 
with intention of mourning or showing happiness ihen ii is haraam

The differing here in others words "best" and "haraam" seems to 
actually show that il there is no intention of mourning or showing 
happiness, then li is permissible to wear and in comparison to 
“best" it shows that It Is fine 10 wear, whereas in coherence to the 
statement, how unrelated it is. 

This is not something uchsch hidden from anyone so here 
definitely the word best* is not as In preference and also not just in 
the meaning of mustahab {desirable}. liven here In this statement, 
the word "Chaahlye' {must} is not just in the meaning of musiahab. 
that it may be regarded in comparison to Waajib (compulsory), but 
wEtot it actually means is. that even if one does not haw this 
intention (as mentioned above). then too. it is best and compulsory 
to abstain from resembling them, thus even here, the words must 
and best have been used in place of the word compulsory. It is lor 
this reason that it was first mentioned: 'The green coloured 
clothing for i he ten days of Muharram is also disallowed to wear as 
this too isa sign ol mourning (Umil end of actual text) 

Maybe there Is only one possibility for the permissibility of ihe 
chain in the pocket watch This is in the case when :hat thing is 
made from any other metal except gold and silver and the aim or 
this is not adornment and show bur it is for the protection of the 
watch .ills concealed i n the clot hi ng. 

In this case it irom the words ot Aa!a Hairat (radi Allahu anhu) the 
probability of it being permissible is derived then the support of 
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this is with onEy the one possibility (that has been mentioned) and 
on the same basis by using his words as a support tor the point of 
having uncertainty in his Fatawa, is eradicated, but In the case of 
lire chain watch (which is worn on the hand), this case does not 
apply, thus 10 mate Qiyaas based on this is not correct as both 
issues a re sepa ra te.

Prom amongst the signs of Qayaamat, another sign that has been 
mentioned by the Holy Prophet (Sail AHaho AJaihi wa Sa llam} is 
that the people will take Qasm of ghairullah. To take the Qasm of 
Ghalrullah is disallowed in the Shariat. 

It has been mentioned as follows in the Eiadith Shareef:

In other words, he is really regarded as a mushrik If he tabes the 
Qasm of ghairnllah with respect litre is only unique for Almighty 
Allah. Tatting the Qasm of idols also falls in the same category. 

Hazrat Abu liyrairah (radi ALIahu anhu) reports. "If one takes an 
oath and then says, 'I swear by L&atand ll: 2 ;a. then he Should read 
Kafnta-e-Tauheed and if anyone says to his irlcnd. Come, lets 
gamble, then he must give SadqaTLN Uaai and Uzza are names of 
idols). 
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From chls part of the Hadith. it has became clear that when one 
makes a firm Intention in the heart 10 com mil a sin. then this too is 
sin and to put It Into action Is a second sin. The comm anti offing 
Sadqa is a compensation for that sin by doing this meritorious act 
(of giving Sadqa)

ghairullah. he had no intention of showing thai respect which Is 
Unique to Almighty Allah, ihen in reality this is not shirk, but in 
scenario it resembles the manner of the polytheist and it is on this 
basis, the law of shirk will also apply here and as a way of 
reprimanding and being strict, the one charged with this, will also 
be considered a mushrlk. In this case, the meaning of this is (hat 
such a person acted In the manner of ihe mushriks. To swear an 
oath on the nasi (family lineage) ol your father, grandfather or son 
with boasting and gloriFying this, is also in the same category jusi 
as it was common during the days of ignorance. This too has E>een 
d I sa llowcri Lm he Had I th 
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1 (Taafush Shariah) say, 'From the manner ol my discourse. it has 
been made dear that this statement of the Prophet {Sail Atlaho 
Alaihl waSaUam) 



‘This person has reached salvation Lf the oath of his father is true", 
which he made to a certain Bedouin, does not fall under the 
category of being forbidden, but it was said to show Us 
permissibility 

ll is as if the Holy Prophet {Sail AI [a ho A lei hi wa Sail am), is showing 
through this statement of his. that It is not impermissible to swear 
an oath on the name of your lather, as long as tt is not with 
boastfulness as ii used to be the tradition In the days of ignorance, 
and there shade! also be no excessive show of respect In it as this 
too is disallowed. One possibility is this that It Is done at such a 
point where ones word needs to show the strength of his word or 10 
caul ion someone with this statement which he is making. In this 
case as wcl I, it wil f n oi ca u se i he rul i ng of shirk ro be appl ic able. 

Important Note: In Shariat, Ghalrullah here refers to all those 
things that have no connection to Allah Almighty and the Holy 
Prophet (Sail Alla ho AEalEif wa Sail am). In Shariat, there is no 
reverence for them and neither are they allowed to be respected 
(such us idols etc.) Nabis. RasooE. Kaaba. Angels will not be 
regarded as ghairuliah in the category of ghaliulEah in thb context 
(even though in the section of llalaf. they loo are regarded as 
ghairuliah but in context with what isex plained above, they are not 
regarded as ghairullah here) for according to Shariat, we have been 
commanded to respect them 

In this, is should be noted that Almighty Allah has commanded 
their respect, thus to respect ilrem. is to respect Almighty Allah To 
swear an oath in their name Is not haraam.bui the III am a have on 
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the basis of camion, also mentioned that to tafee their Qasm Is 
Maferooh. but this has even been disallowed in [he Hadilh. Qasm-e- 
Shar'l (A Qasin as regarded a Qasm in Shariat) is where the 
bafaarah (compensation) is necessary is that Qasm of Allah which 
is Eaten on the twins? of Allah or one shears on the attributes of 
Alta h i n a m ui u al way. 

The Qasm of ghafrullah is not regarded as Qasm*e*$har'i. The 
tliama have mentioned, ’Tf otie regards swearing an oath of 
ghairullah as Qasm-e Shar'i and they think chat to fulfil such an 
oath is necessary, in such a case, the person will become a Koabr." 

Imam Eaazi has mentioned: "I fear that the person who says. ’I 
swear by my life or ] swear by your to life' will he plunged into hufr 
and yet people say these words very commonly, if this was not so 
(that it was so common), then I wo u Ed have said it to be shirts 

From this statement of Imam Raazi ir has become evident that on 
the basis of a Qasm being Qasm-e-Shar’L ihere are two statements 
of the U lama t 

In one, the person is absolutely regarded as a Kaaflr and in the 
second there is the fear of him becoming a KaaEir. The second 
statement is based on the way of the predecessors who exercised 
caution and their way is on good authority and reliable, which will 
be explained further in detail as we proceed.

Some Llama have absolutely regarded one who says this as a 
Kaallr. but the correct view is Lhat which has been (already) 
explained above. 

Some ol the lllama regard a person who says such words to be 
absolutely a haafir. but the correct ruling in this case is that which

En other words, one who takes the ocith of ghairullah is a mushrik. 
In supporting This, rhere are also numerous other Ahadith. It has 
been mentioned In MishbaatShareef as follows;

true r he should not do those things which he took a Qasm of not 
doing and if he does those things, he will be regarded as a liar. It has 
been mentioned concerning such a person, that be Is just as he has 
mentioned, in other words he Is a Jew. a Christian and out of Islam. 
The apparent meaning of this 1 larfith. is that one who tabes such an 
oath will become a Kaafir, in the context that he gave reverence to 
kufr and disregarded the reverence of Islam. fAshanti Lamaat

Some Ulama have taken what is apparent in the Hadith and have 
decreed such a person absolutely a Kaafir and some Ulama have 
mentioned rliat the intention of this Qasm ts that the said person is 
rebuking his nafs and is exaggerating his denunciation. Thus, 
according to us. as long as he does not break hrs Qasm. just by that 
statement, he will nor become a Kaafir. In the same way. if fie used a 
action relating to past tense to show that his words of leaving Islam 
is pending, then the predecessors have not labelled him a Kaafir 
and according 10 some Mashaaikh, he will be regarded as a Ka a fir. 
The correct view Is that in the said case he will not he absolutely 
regarded as a Kaafir. because a person becomes a Kaafir by 
believing in kufr and from this. It is evident, that his Intention was to 
rebuke his nafs when he makes the command based on an action 
in the future or heemphasizes the issue of leaving (the religion) in a 
way. as if. to make believe. This, is in the case that the action is 
suspended on the past, in other words, he wants to show that this 
action of him becoming a few or Christian or being disillusioned 
with Islam is completely Makrooh and disliked by him. It is for this 
reason that he left such a thing suspended to threaten himself, in 
other words, that which Isa defect and is disallowed.

I (TciujusTi Shariah) say, The second statement that Hazrat Sheikh 
Abdul Heq Muhadith DehJvi has mentioned in this section, is the 
statement of the cautious personaEities which is on ihe way ol the 
predecessors and their way is this, that they do not glee the decree 
of bufr just on what seems evident and they take caul Lon to the 
slightest thing in the statement thm stops (the rule of) feufr from

clarifies that he 100 regards the second statement as authentic, that 
the person in question Is not decreed a KaafEr. but on breaking of 
the oath based on the certainty of being pleased with feufr, he will 
become a Kaeflr and this is the apparent benefit of the Hadith, that 
the Hadith has left his issue of being out of Islam pending until he 
lies Now m this discussion, this has not only been clarified by the 
statements of the Ulama, but also through the Hadith, that d a 
Muslim says something and there are numerous probabilities In 
what he has said which demand his feufr and there is one reason 
that points to his Islam, then it is necessary upon us to dlnecr our 
attention towards that one reason and until such time these 
probabilities remain established, we should nos say a Muslim to be 
a Kaaflr, It Is for this reason that it has beer, mentioned in Raddul 
Muhtaaras follows: 
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"The Fatwa will nm he given of a MusiLm becoming a Kaafir as [on® 
[he possibility is rhere of taking his statements and actions on a 
®ood side, or If chare is ilihtilaaf (difference/doubt} in his kulr. even 
thouflh the related narration is weak.' [fladdul Muhtaar, vol j i,

Again. [ {Taajush Shariah} must say. From our statemenis that hare 
just been mentioned, from (hem. it is evident that the hadith has 
clarified that die person in quesiion will only be reyarded as Kaaflr 
if he breaks the Qa sm. and not thai he is already a Kaaflr and In This 
case, the apparent meaning of the Hadith is also with those who 
regard the second statement (as a uthenric) and the absolute bufr of 
ihe one in question must be wirh care until the claim is true. 

If this is accepted in its apparent ness, then rhe only time that the 
person can be regarded as KaaElr. when the probability of the 
apparent meaning which Is regarded as the intended one and Is 
clearly evident And if the context of the statement is common or 
any other con text Is established to show that the person who made 
the statement did not Labe the actual tnifr meaning of what was 
said, then this will not have that probability and it will be regarded 
apparently stopped. There are numerous exam pies of this. 

In genera! discussions, people say The spring season has caused 
The vegetation to grow: The Leader saved me. This Is the curable 
treatment of this illness. This poison is a killer - In all these 
examples, the Imaait of the believer, and actually all are witness of 
the fact that the actual meaning is not that which is evident from 
the words used, but in all these examples, all have been authorised, 
that the belief of MoTnitt that the One who truly causes everything 
to happen is Allah Almighty and all these Things did not happen by 
themselves, but they are means that have been created by Allah 
and Allah lias blessed these things with the effect of causing these 
things to happen. 
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This is the cruelty of the Wahabis, and they shut their eyes from the 
general Idioms (figures of speech) that even the ordinary Muslims 
are aware of. but what they (Wahabis) do. is that they sap it to be 
shirk when the Muslims ask help and assistance from the Awllyah 
and even when we asfe from the Nabis ar.d the secret behind this, is 
that leave alone the Awliyah. they regard the respecting of the 
Prophet (Sail Alla ho AEaihl wa SaiEam) as shir b. Just as li has been 
apparent In perusing 'Taqweeyaiul imaan' (book full of corrupt 
beliefs written by Ismail Dehlvi who was a corrupt wahabl). It is

By the linention of the 
person in question being pending based on him rebuking and 
threatening his nafs and warning htmself about the stern 
punishment, emphasis of restraint and abstinence Is commanded, 
and it is known as a common habit then in this instance, the 
apparent meaning where the absolute meaning of kufr is 
mentioned is not probable or the actual intention, but is 
completely obsolete and on its basis It is not only apparent but 
more than apparent that it is this which Is Intended which Js 
commonly said and that which is the way and habit. 

Thus, as long as the one in question does not break the Qasrrn. hq 
will not be regarded as a Kaafir. It must however be mentioned that 
to take such a Qa^m Is strictly abominable and forbidden and 
Tauba (repenting) is necessary upon the person who made the said 
statement.

In the same way here too the oath was [alien and it was said, If you 
do a certain thing. then he is a Jew or a Christian. He made that 
which was lawful haraam upon himself, based on faith. thus in the 
case of breaking The oath, here too he will have to tfive hafaarah. 
Thai is only if an oath was taken on some action IO fulfil In the 
future and if the person tabes such an oath on an action in the past 
and if ihe person lies in that Qasm then in that case, there Is no 
bafaarah. All he needs to do. is make Tauba and os a precaution, ii is 
necessary lhat he should muter; Tajdeed-e-Imaan (re-state his faith} 
and have hisNikah renewed. 

This type of Qasm in the general terminology ol Shariah is known 
as "Yameen-e-Ghumooz" and even in this, as per the earlier type, 
there are two views. The first view Is ihat the person is absolutely 
Kaafir and this is on what has been apparently mentioned in the 

Hfldith where it says If he was telling a lie.. .. (Until the end of 

Hadith).Thls view is a strict one and ihe second view is that if he 
only intended the oath, then he wiil not become Kftafir. 

Up to this point, we have onty discussed two categories of Qasm. 
The third category is called 'Yameen-e-Lugw" in other words to 
take an oath on something after being misinformed and the 
situation is actually contrary to what he was made to understand. 
For example, he says. 'Ey Afieh, I did not lalte to Said' 'By Allah. 1 
entered the house.' The ruling regarding this is that there Is no sin 
upon him and he does not have to give bahaarah 
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Almighty Allah says.

It has been mentioned os follows in the 
Hadith Shareef:

Allaho Alaihi wa Sallam) said, "The world will not come loan end 
until such time when males will become Intimate with males and 
females will become intimate with lemaies and Juwl' .when 
females wiLE be completely intimate with females and commit 
adultery with one another.
